FRENCH AVIATOR. 
DEFIES DEATH 


Pegoud Makes Daring Flight in 
Presence of Thousands 
of Spectators, 


Versailles, Sept. 22—The French 
Aviator Pegoud, who recently made an 
upside-down flight at Juvisy, and re- 
peated the performance at Bue, Aoc- 
complished, yesterday another daring 
feat In his self-imposed task of prov- 
ing the stability of the aeroplane. Af- 
iter he mounted to a great height, he 
dipped the left wing and his machine 
steadily turned over on its side. ‘The 
aviator flew for some seconds head- 
downwards. He then gained the up- 
right position by gracefully looping 
the loop. Pegoud's hazardous flight 
was watched with breathless interest 
by crowds of spevtators. ; 

Pegoud ascended 8,300 feet. Before 
looping the loop he went throuzh a 
series of most fantastic feats, tumbling 
forward and sideways, slippmg hack- 
wards, and twice deseribing. the letter 
“Ss. During ‘the course of describing 
the loop, the Pesoud was flying upside- 
down at a height of 1,500 feet. IIe des- 
cconded in this position fully 1,090 feet, 
completing the loop siviftly and. grace- 
fully.

Essad Pasha Has Raised the 
Austrian Flag and Refuses 
to Surrender, 


FOREIGN MINISTER 
SUMMONS PARTISANS 


Greeks Have Arrested and Per- 
secuted a Number of Alba- 
nians Until They Promise to 
Submit, 


Saloniki, Sept, 22—Complete anar- 
chy relgns in Albania. Tho provisional 
forcign minister Mufld Bey, who has 
just returned ‘from Europe, has hastily 
summoned bis partisans to arms to 
march against Hssad Pasha, the former 
commander-in-chief of the Turkish 
force at Soutari. 

Essad Pasha has yvalsed the Austrian 
flag and Mufid Bey has called on the 


governmeiut at Avlona to surrender 
him, ‘She minister has also seized the 
customs house at Durazzo. 

According to a Brindisi despatch, 
Essad Pasha, who arrived there July, 
2, expressed his intention to work In 
agreement with the Italian government 
for a satisfactory and a definite settle- 
ment of the Albanian question, espeo- 
Jally in view of the complications which 
had occurred among the former Balkan 
allies, 

The Greeks have also arrested and 
persecuted a large number of Albanians 
who recently returned to Korlsa from 
America and other foreign countries, 
releasing them from detention oniy 
when ‘the Albanians promised to join tn 
the agitation for the Incorporation of 
tho district in Greece, 

The British consul at Monastir has 
entered a vigorous protest with the 
government on behalf of the Amerit- 
cans. 

The whole affair forms part of the 
Greek terrorl section of the Albania 
population, with the object of com- 
pelling them to agree to the inclusion 
of the whole of southern Albania In the 
Kingdom of Greece, Last week Greek 
officials at Kortsa endeavored to take 
forcible possession of the Amerivan 
mission school building, but the house- 
keeper in charge refused to hand over 
the keys. The Greek soldiers beat her 
mereilessly and then carried her off to 
prison. 

Situation Is Grave, 

Belsrade, Sept. 22.—The situation is 
grave along the Albanian frontier, 
where Albanians, armed with modern 
Mfles, are assembling for the purpose 
of attacking Servia.

Power Plant And 


Light Dept. Referred to Council 


Commissioners Met This Morning and Acted on Suggestion That 


Appointment of A. W. Ormsby 


as Manager of the Plant Be Left to 


the Council to Decide—Mayor Sits Down on Chalmers for Daring 


to Contradict Him. 


In pursuance of a suggestion from 
‘Commissioner Chalmers, the mayor 
agreed this morning to give way in the 
matter of appointing A. W. Ormeby 
to take full charge of the power plant, 
and refer the whole question Lo coun- 
oil. - 

The question was again taken up 
this morning in a commissioners’ meet- 
Ing, when a writlen statement, signed 
by. CommissionergCha}mers, was read 
to te board in write) he Roy {tTum~ 
ber of reasons avy he IS opposed - to 
the change. Mr. Ghalmers rakes the 
view that the power-house 1s the 
heart or pulse of all utilitles; that on 
{ft depends the power for street rail- 
avay, Iht and water; that a constant 
and dependable supply of these is of 
far more importance than the commer- 
olal side of the question, and that ‘they 
can best be maintained by retaining the 
power-house directly responsible to 
the board. 

The mayor explained to the board 
that the position would not be mater- 
dally changed as far as the superintend- 
ent’ of the power-plant Is concerned, 
only that he would be reporting to the 
head of tho department under the now 
system instead of the commissioners, 
ag at present. “It Is sald that he is the 
only man who can run a power-house,"” 
continued the mayor, ‘but this ig not 
true, as there are thousands of men dn 
Canada capable of running power- 
houses. It Is the load factor and not 
the small difference In the cost of 
production that counts, and Mr. Orms-~ 
by has brought about the improve- 
ment by, {ncreasing the load factor. 
There {g no reason. why Mr. Parsons 
should not give all his ability to the 
commercial manager, as all over Can- 
ada and the United States the manager 
{is over the power-house man.” 

The mayor enlarged on ‘the new idea 
py stating that there Is no very good 
reason to advance why Mr. Turner, as 
superintendent of the waterworks de- 
partment, should not be tn complete 
charge from the nver to the consumer 
and have under him the man who looks 
after the filters. 

In explaining further his reasons for 
desiring that thfs change be maida ef- 
fective, the mayor stated that he had 
been endeavoring for ‘the last s'x 
months to get a proper statement from 
the superintendent of the power-house, 
showing the obsolescence of the plant, 
but that he would not give It. 

Commissioner Chalmers stated that 
a spectal power board had been ap- 
pointed for that purpose and that they 
didn't get the information either. 

“Because the superintendent would 
not act-on the board and safd he would 
shut down the plant {f they Interfer- 
ed," replied the mayor. 

“He didn't say dt,"’ sald Commission- 
er Chalmers. 

“He did say dt,” emphatically declar- 
ed the mayor, ‘and don't say to me 
that’ he didn't. If he reports to the 
man who {s making dividends it will 


then be possible for that man ‘to have Jeering 


anybody he would not stand for such 


‘abuse.

London, Sept. 22—The speeches of 
Sir Edward Carson In what Is called his 


“campaign of sedition’’ in the north of 
Ireland, have become so bellicose that 
the liberal newspapers are discussing 
the question as to whether the time 
has not arrived for the government to 
take drastic action. 

Sir Edward's datest outburst on 
Saturday, after inspection of the var- 
ious contingents of the Ulster volun- 
teers, when he said pe had pledges and 
promises from some of the greatest 
generals in the army, that, {f necessary, 
‘they would come over and help the un- 


ionis{s of Ireland to keep the old ‘fag 
flying, surpasses all his previous utter- 
ances. 

The Chronicle this morning asks 
how much longer Carson will be per- 
mitted to preach open © sedition 
throughout Ulster, and points out that 


he could be dealt with under the 'treas- |. 


on and felony act. “The mischief," 
said the Chronicle, “is that the cireu- 
lation will encourage the rebel move- 
ment, which at present is entirely in 
the making.” It adds that there is a 
sharper and more effective Way of deal- 
ing with him, by removing his name 
from the ‘list of privy councillors. 

The Daily News, however, says that 
Sir Edward and F. E. Smith, who | is 
supporting him, are probably asking for 
such action on the part of the govern- 
ment in the hope that they might re- 
present themselves the victims of per- 
secution by their political opponents. It 
goes on: ‘The government may be 
trusted not to act so to create just that 
diversion, which would be convenient 
to Carson.and Smith, but may, we think 
be trusted to act in its own time.”

American Currency Bill to Pro- 
vide for Establishing 
Branches. 


London, Sept. 22— Discussing the 
American currency bill in its financial 
columns this morning, the Daily Tele- 
graph forecasts a possible invasion of 
the banking field here .by American 
banks as a result of the clause in the 
bill, providing for the establishment of 
branches. in foreign countries. . 

“This clause," says the Telegraph, 
“opens up a very large question and 
one which may become somewhat em- 
barrassing for London banks now hold 
ing profitmble agencies for New York 
Chicago and other American. banks. 
Any addition to the keen. rivalry al- 
ready existing, would, of course, be 
unpopular in Lombard street, but the 
invasion now threatened would be 
particularly unwelcome, in’ as much 
as it might be very dislocating and in- 
jurious to extsting arrangements.”

Vessel Became Unmanageable 
in Grip of Ice Pack ‘and 
Drifted for a Night-and Day, 


Washington, Sept, 22.—The revenue 
culter Bear, moored to a menacing ice 
burg and completely wedged in by 
heavy floes of Arctic ice, drifting in a 
swirling current towards the north 
pole, marrowly escaped destruction on 
her annual cruise from Nome to Point 
Barrow, Alaska, America’s most north- 
erly settlement. 

In a report to Secretary © McAdoo, 
Captain J. Ballinger, commanding the 
Bear, reporis harrowing experiences of 
his vessel, unmanageable In ithe vice- 
like grip of the ice pack and trusting to 
faverable winds to reach a point of 
safely. -In the grasp of the ice, the 
boat drifted helplessly with’ the cur- 
rent for a whole night and day at the 
rate of five or six knots an hour, 

“No apparent damage was done to 
the vessel in the pack,” reported Cap- 


tain Ballinger. “But she encountered 


tremendous swirls of the current and | 


narrowly escaped destruction against 
the ground ice four or five miles north 
of Point Barrow. She was entirely 
unmanageable and her situation for a 
shert time seemed critical. She fin- 
ally drifted broadside through between 
two heavily grounded bergs with but 
a few feet to spare at either end and 
worked around into clear’ water and 
anchored to the cast side of the point.”

ENGLAND MAY NOT ENTER 
BERLIN OLYMPIC GAMES 


Sentiment Among British Sportsmen is 
In Favor of Withdrawing from 
Organization. 


London, Sept, 22.—If the wishes of & 
majority of the British sportsmen are 
followed, Great Britain's last appear- 
ance in the Olympie games would be at 
Berlin in 1946. This sentiment ds stead- 


fly growing, and public opinion would 
favor. withdrawing from the Olympic 
organization now but for two reasons. 
First: The Germans might construe 
the wthdrawal as due to anti-German 
prejudiees, and second, other nations 
might think that, after the poor show- 
ing the team made at Stockholm, Great 
Britain was unable to hold its own 
against the teams of other countries, 
The policy advocated by the most 
influential men in the English world 
of sport is to send a representative} 
well-trained delegation to Berlin and 
then withdraw gracefully. The reasons

The critics of Premier Sifton and his administration will, within a few hours, be com- 
pelled to concede that he and his colleagues, in their solution of the Alberta & Great Water- 
way problem, have accomplished a feat of statesmanship that fully justifies the confidence 
of all his followers. When the question is finally disposed of, as it will be this week, it will no 
doubt be found that the province has not lost a penny; that no interests have been sacrificed 
or jeopardized; geographical partizanship will undoubtedly be avoided and Alberta will be 
in hetter position in the matter of railway facilities to all points of the compass than any of 
her sister provinces, With the unanimous and enthusiastic support of the liberal members 
of the legislature, Premier Sifton will be able to put through his railway program speedily 
and without friction. Of course the opposition will step in and say that they were always 
in favor of precisely that kind of a program and that they had “forced” the hand of the pre- 
mier and his followers, This is their stock representation which they have applied to every 
measure that they hated to support, yet feared to assail. When Mr. Michener and his follow- 
ers discover that the province has never actually paid one cent of interest on the Water- 
ways bonds and will never have to pay one cent, they wil! have to seek new props. The 
“thousand dollars a day” talk that caught so many votes for them in the “enlightened centers” 
will die out to a convulsive gasp. 

Far ahead of the progressive procession as they are, Premier Sifton arid his supporters 
do not intend to sit down on the railway right -of-way, as it were, and wait until they are 
overtaken by the laggards in the march of progress.

The present legislature will be asked by the 
organized builders of the province to make several 
important: amendments to the mechanics’. lien law 
and the workmen’s compensation law—amend- 
ments which will cripple, if not entirely destroy, 
the effectiveness of those measures enacted for the 
benefit of the working men of Alberta. 

Under the provisions of the workmen’s com- 
pensation law as at present in force, a workman 
who is injured or killed while inthe discharge of 
his duty, whether guilty of contributory esa ateca| 
or not, is entitled to compensation. That provision 
is practically the basis of the entire act, because an 
employer could always manage to show contri- 
butory negligence, whether it existed or not, espec- 
ially in case the men were dead. That has been a 
bone of contention for years. The Alberta act, 
fathered by the Honorable C. W. Cross, guar- 
antees compensation to the workmen, regardless 
Gf personal culpability. With this provision elim- 
inated, the act, insofar as it could be of any 
benefit to the working men, would’ be worthless. | 


callous-fisted workmen, who have shown. their 
loyalty in the past, will doubtless see that it remains 
In force. 

Another amendment suggested or demanded 
refers io the commencing of arbitration proceedings 
wilhin nine months after death or injury. This 
should receive careful consideration by friends of

A third amendment limits the total weekly 
payments to injured workmen, in cases of total 
disability, to the amount which would have been 
paid had death resulted. In other words, if a| 
workman is disabled for life, he can receive in | 
weekly payments no more than his heirs would | 
have received had he been killed.

The | 
government might consent to the payment of a 
lump sum at the time of disability, in _ieu of weekly | 
payments, so that the injured man could invest the 
money and utilize the interest.

WHEAT PRICES AND 

THE ENORMOUS CROP. 


While the world’s total wheat crop this year is 
estimated to reach the unprecedented figure of four 
thousand million bushels, of which two hundred mil- 
lion comes from the Canadian west, seven hundred 
million from the United States and eight hundred 
million from Russia, constituting nearly half the 
world’s supply, all of which comes against the mzg- 
ket at once, farmers should not jump to the con- 
clusion that the price of wheat is going to take a 
very large drop in the immediate future.

A SHORT DREAM—NUMERICALLY ILLUSTRATED

A future ‘historian will undoubtedly note with awe-struck 
admiration the simplification introduced into life by American 
genius, Not only in his decimal system of weights, in: his deci- 
mal currency, but in the humble sphere of street numbering has 
the American revealed to an astonished Europe how a little prac- 
tical horse sense applied to the problems of life transforms the 
complex into the simple. Customs arose in Europe uncon- 
sciously and as a result lack of design mars and vitiates the pro- 
duct of European-energy. True, in spite of this drawback, Eu- 
rope can boast of a few achievements, but their value Is largely 
discounted by lack of system. The ancients were brought up on 
a diet of poetry, not mathematics, and this explains the hope- 
less idiosyncracies of old-world prejudices. Of what earthly use 
is poetry in the battle of life? What did Sophocles or Euripides 
do for Greece? What would it matter as far as business goes if 
all the productions of poetry perished tomorrow? Does poetry 
build a city? Does poetry prepare a man at the least cost so 
that he can produce the maximum of results with the minimum 
of effort? Poetry hinders rather than aids, because poetry, 
ninety-nine times out of a hundred, takes the longest instead of 
the shortest road in saying what it wants to say. It is the sub- 
stitution of mathematics for poetry which is the foundation of 
American superiority. Waste is eliminated. Results are ob- 
iained at the minimum of effort, and a machine-like regularity 
takes the place of haphazard eccentricity. The new system of 
street numbering in Edmonton is a step in the right direction; too 
long already has civic mental energy been dissipated in the extra 
effort involved as a consequence of the archaic system which 

“has been in vogue. But while.we wish to compliment the au- 
thors of this necessary and desirable improvement, it is well to 
remind them that much remains to be done. Simplification of 

“Street numbering removes but one of the abuses we have in- 
herited from an unscientific age. First our schools and parks 
should be numbered; already, in fact, even in old-fashioned Eng- 
land are the different houses at a public school known by their 
Nos. and it is of more importance here. What average citizen can 
tell a stranger off-hand how many parks and schools Edmonton 
has? The numbering system would render it possible for a 
mind to assimilate this extra knowledge with the least possible 
wear and tear on‘the brain. But of far more importance is the 
number of people. If the immensity of the undertaking in its 
entirety frightens even a civic Napoleon, at least let a start be 
made in the schools. We may then hope that the next genera- 
tion will be educated up to a point where it will be possible to 
effect the reform universally. Just imagine the absurdity of 
struggling with the identification of a dozen Browns or Smiths. 
Names were originally invested to designate a person’s qualities, 
viz., Swift Arrow, Barebones, etc. This use is absolute because 
progress based on mathematical precision tends to that perfect 
uniformity of character so much to be desired. But names orig- 
inally conyeyed some knowledge and therefore had a right to 
exist, but today the names Brown, Long, Short, etc., convey no 
meaning and in consequence efficiency demands a new system 
which will confine itself to rendering the service needed, i.e., that 
of identification. The females should add ‘‘F” after theis num- 
ber and the males “M,”’ and probably children should be classi- 
fied as ‘‘G’s’’ (girls) and ‘‘B’s’’ (boys). Upon attaining major- 
ity they would of course receive a fresh number. Should there 
be a danger.of excessively high numbers causing confusion, there 
could be. subdivisions made based on physical attributes. For 
instance when.a child came of age, he could be classified as a 


“T” (tall), “S’ (short), “B” (blond), or “D” (dark), and so. 


on ad. infinitum. But this involves no waste energy. You are 
introduced to Number 37516FTW, and you immediately 
know that the individual in a female, in statue tall 
and in status a widow. All disturbing curiosity as to 
her position is thus set~ at rest, 
on incomplete knowledge need be recklessly taken and 
perhaps bitterly regretted. By commencing the numbers of each 
successive year with distinctive numerals it would be possible to 
locate year of birth, etc. But it is needless to expatiate on the 
many and varied advantages which must accrue from such 
simplification of chaos. We have made a start in the right direc- 
tion, let us continue. Introduction of order into symbols will 
bring about order in actions. Would a machine fulfil its mission 
if one could never foretell what it would be doing next? Man, 
like a machine, should be regular, and not until we have gained 
mathematical precision as opposed to poetical license must we 
relax our efforts. Poetical license! The very name condemns 
the stuff. The ancients had an idea that education was meant 
to train their youthful mind to grapple with complex problems, 
and by reason of this perverted idea, they allowed the child’s 
mind to be overtaxed by the various efforts involved in locat- 
ing Elizabeth street, in following a crooked instead of a straight 
road, or in remembering personal names arbitrarily given with- 
out set purpose. No wonder when the child attained to matur- 
ity his brain needed stimulants to enable it to do its work.

A program of entertainthent had been 
arranged for ithe delegates at Fort Qu 
Appelle on Saturday afternoon but ow- 
ing to a-wreck on the Grand Trunk 
Pacific, whieh tied up all the traffie on 
this line, the excursion had to be elim- 
inated, 

Most of ‘the visitors remained in the 
city and enjoyed. themselves individual- 
ly as the committee did not have time 
to make any entertainment arrange- 
ments for the remainder of the day.
